REMARKS 

The Office Action mailed on June 17, 2005, has been reviewed and the comments of 
the Patent and Trademark Office have been considered. Prior to this paper, claims 20-24 and 
26-39 were pending. By this paper, Applicants cancel claims 26-30 and claim 39 without 
prejudice or disclaimer, and place claim 31 into independent form. Therefore, claims 20-24 
and 31-38 are now pending. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the present application is in condition for 
allowance for at least the reasons that follow. 

Allowed Claims and Indication of Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants thank Examiner Gray for allowing claims 20-24 and 32-38, and for 
indicating that claim 31 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. Accordingly, as 
seen above, Applicants have placed claim 31 into independent form. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. S103(a^ 

In the Office Action, Claims 26-30 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over a combination of seven separate references. In response, in order to 
advance prosecution, Applicants cancel claims 26-30 and claim 39, as discussed above, and 
place claim 3 1 into independent form. Applicants respectfully submit that the obviousness 
rejections are now moot in view of the above amendments. 

Conclusion 

Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
